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SUBMISSION GUIDELINES 


As we embark on a fresh new year, 
the staff here at Outlooks would like to 
take this opportunity to once again remind 
readers how a monthly publication such as 
ours operates. In a few months, we will 
publish our fourth anniversary issue, and 
celebrate the beginning of our fifth year in 
publishing. Despite this passage of time, 
we wish to remind you that Outlooks is 
still a very small operation run entirely by 
contract manpower. Despite changes and 
additions to the names on our masthead, 
the core group of the newspaper’s 
producers has remained the same. Our 
publisher and team of writers, editors, 
designers and sales people contribute their 
talent on a part-time, freelance basis, with 
many earning their living through other 
full-time (if not more involved) pursuits. 
At the end of the day, production of the 
paper comes down not only to manpower, 
but issues of scheduling, economics, 
reader demographics and an editorial 
policy that is in a constant state of 
evolution. In an effort to foster a greater 
understanding of how things work in the 
productioin of Outlooks, we offer these 
few points: 


* Outlooks is a monthly newspaper 
and, as such, often complicates deadlines 
for the announcement of events, etc. 


Often by the 24th of any given month the 
paper has been formatted, proofed and 
sent to the printer, so event listings must 
be submitted in writing by the 15th of 
each month. As this is a free service, 
inclusion is based on space, priority of 
submission and broadness of appeal to the 
community at large. 

* Out & About coverage is 
determined at the beginning of each 
month and attendance at events is mapped 
out at that time. Information for this 
process is drawn from two sources: events 
specifically indicated in current 
advertisements and material submitted for 
our event listenings. Unfortunately, 
technology is not infallible and therefore 
we ask that e-mails and faxes be followed 
up with a phone call to ensure that the 
complete information is in our hands. 

¢ Ideas for stories must be pitched at 
least forty-five days prior to an issue’s 
release, except in December and January 
,when we produce two issues concurrently 
to meet holiday printing schedules (in this 
case, at least sixty days notice is 
preferred). Story proposals must be 
submitted to the attention of the editor, not 
to salespeople, contributors or office staff. 
Unsolicited submissions are in no way 
guaranteed placement in the paper. 

¢ Advertising and editorial content are 
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mutually exclusive and one does not 
influence the other in any way. In the case 
of occasional tie-ins/overlap, content will 
be decided at the discretion of the editorial 
staff. 

* As Outlooks is a gay newspaper, 
editorial submissions must either relate to 
gay themes or have the potential for a gay 
‘spin’ to be put on a story. 

¢ This publication, from its inception, 
has had coast-to-coast distribution and a 
presence on the Internet (the latter giving 
us readership in such diverse places as 
England, Jamaica, the Ukraine and Japan). 
Although a Calgary-based paper, we try to 
supplement our local stories with general 
interest content to address our very broad 
readership. 

¢ Last, and certainly not least, we ask 
that you remember that we produce this 
publication for you. In order to make it a 
success, we ask only for your cooperation, 
open communication, consideration of 
manpower capabilities, observation of 
deadlines and, at times, a bit of 
understanding. Thank you for your 
continued support.

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PUBLISHER’ S COLUMN 


2001: fact and fiction 


In the late 1960s, when Stanley Kubrick 
directed Arthur C. Clarke’s 200]: A Space 
Odyssey, the film was considered cutting 
edge science-fiction. Now, as we enter 2001 
ourselves, we can look around and see just 
how much of that “science-fiction” has 
become science-fact. There is now a space 
station, MIR, circling our planet, and 
shuttles from Earth dock there on a fairly 
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regular basis—not as regular, perhaps, as it 
was envisioned some thirty-two years ago, 
but it is still more reality than fantasy. 

As we start the New Year with 
optimism and hope, one wonders which 
other fiction or dream could become a 
reality before the next twelve months are 
through. The past year saw recognition of 
common-law status for cohabiting gays and 
lesbians—who would have expected that 
reality in Canada at the tum of the 
millennium? As well, legal adoptions for 
same-sex couples are now being accepted in 
several provinces, and British Columbia is 
even mulling over the idea of same-sex 
marriage. In Ontario, this dream is 
becoming closer to a reality with the MCC’s 
three week marriage bann publication in 
Rev. Brent Hawke’s church. And, with the 
recent Little Sisters victory in the Supreme 
Court, we have made a great advance in the 
area of free speech. What could the year 
2001 have in store for us? 

One certainty here in Alberta is the 
upcoming provincial election, with Premier 
Klein hinting at a springtime at the polls. 
Once again we will have an opportunity to 
demonstrate our political clout, as we did in 
the federal election, when Joe Clark 
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defeated incumbent Eric Lowther in the 
Alliance stronghold of Calgary Centre. In 
the riding of Calgary Fort, we have an 
openly gay Liberal candidate in the form of 
Brian Huskins—a first in the arena of 
Alberta provincial politics. Retiring Liberal 
MLA Gary Dickson will leave a void in 
Calgary-Buffalo after showing tremendous 
support of human rights and equality for the 
gay and lesbian community in the past. 
Bnian Edy, with a proven track record in 
human rights, has already demonstrated that 
he is ready to fill Gary’s shoes and carry the 
torch for us. With the changing 
demographics in both Calgary and 
Edmonton, Klein and his Conservatives 
may have, for the first time, a real election to 
campaign for and not just an easy romp back 
into office. When it comes time to cast your 
ballot in the spring, remember that each vote 
counts, so use yours thoughtfully and 
carefully. 

Another certainty is that our 
community will continue to grow stronger 
and swell in numbers as the population of 
Alberta increases faster than any other 
province in Canada. In 2001 we can expect 
to see Pride celebrations that exceed the 
growth of the past few years and many more

Gavin Crawford: From LA to L.A.

It’s a situation many an improv 
performer has been in: the call goes out from 
the stage for the audience to supply a setting 
for a scene. “A gay couple,” comes the 
suggestion from the crowd. In the hands of 
comedian Gavin Crawford and his improv 
cohort, an endless, banal, routine life is 
played out on the stage: a gay couple 
shopping for groceries, watching TV and 
folding laundry. The dull sketch is played out 
until someone in the audience screams, “This 
isn’t funny!” 


“Exactly!” is Crawford’s response. 
“Sketch comedy is still at that place where 
just being gay will get a laugh,” he says. And 
rather than participate in that cop-out, 
Crawford shows that queers can be just as 
mundane as straights. “Just doing gay 
humour would be a cop-out because it’s too 
easy.” 

The scene is a tale from Crawford’s 
beginnings in Toronto, while performing at 
Second City with a ratty t-shirt and a tube of 
bright red lipstick. It’s a far cry (but a logical 
career move) from there to performing in 
Hype, which is currently being produced in 
L.A. “It’s like Entertainment Weekly: the 
comedy version, Crawford offers. “It’s a fast- 
paced sketch show making fun of 
celebrities.” 

It’s an even further cry from LA to the 
frozen wastelands of Edmonton in January, 
where Crawford will be appearing at the 
Edmonton Comedy Arts Festival on January 
24 at the Arts Barns (8:00 p.m.). Performing 
a collection of his comic works to date, 
Crawford has fond teenage memories of The 
Big Onion. 

“T used to stay with my Aunt in 
Edmonton every summer,” he recalls. “Tt 
was a way of getting out of Lethbridge once 
a year... see some movies, be around some 
culture. Now, I live in L.A., where everyone 


is pretty.”

Audiences can expect to see a true 
original when they check out Crawford’s 
show this month. Comedy Arts Festival 
director Pamela Anthony enthusiastically 
points out what attracted the interest of her 
and co-conspirator David Cheoros when 
booking this year’s lineup. 

“He’s an original. I love his character 
work,” she says. “He observes and skewers 
the absurdities of life. You recognize people 
you know in his comedy. Also, I love the fact 
the he’s starting out “‘out.”” He’s part of a new 
generation of artists who are free in their 
ability to express themselves as artists,” she 
continues. “That, and the fact that he’s damn 
funny. And I love his bright red lipstick. 
Also, because he’s from Alberta, and he’s 
hitting big in Hollywood, and it feels good to 
bring him home so we can say ‘yay!’” 

According to Crawford, being Canadian 
in an American sketch comedy show means 
doing “a lot of British characters. Everything 
from Hugh Grant to Jean-Luc Picard. They 
say, ‘Hey, this [character] is British, let’s get 
the Canadian guy to do it.’” 

When asked if he misses his homeland, 
Crawford laughs. “I’m getting used to L.A. 
Being in L.A. is kind of like being back in 
high school, where the pretty people are 
really popular. Not the smartest lot, but it 
doesn’t matter. It’s the resting place where all 
the shallow popular people move to so they 
can stay shallow and popular.” 

Crawford hails from the real L.A:: 
Lethbridge, Alberta. He studied acting at 
UBC, and then relocated to Toronto, where 
he performed at Buddies In Bad Times 
Theatre. It was there, on the weekly open 
stage, that he discovered a passion for 
creating his own work “There was 
everything on that stage, from standup to 
weird people doing naked opera—sometimes 
amazing, sometimes amazingly bad. It was 
the equivalent of living in New York.” 
Annoyed with performing other people’s 
work, Crawford began doing little character 
monologues, d /a Lily Tomlin (whom he cites 
as an inspiration). He started looking for 
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chances to do it in comedy clubs, and ended 
up at Second City. 

Then Just For Laughs called, resulting in 
an unprecedented four appearances at the 
prestigious Montreal festival. Then he won 
the Tim Sims Award for most promising 
comedian of 1998 in a broadcast on the 
Comedy Network. Then he created an hour’s 
worth of characters fora CTV Comedy Now 
special. “They were supposed to tape and 
select some highlights.” The result was 
Gavin Crawford: Red & Ripe, a solid hour of 


his crazed characterizations. Crawford was 
nominated for a Gemini for Best 
Performance in a Comedy Program or Series. 
(He lost to This Hour Has 22 Minutes and is 
okay with losing to “four of Canada’s 
greatest.’’) 

Within months, he was writing and 
performing in his own special, The Gavin 
Crawford Show, his rise to television 
prominence having taken a short two years. 
The Gavin Crawford Show was written with 
his writing partner, Kyle Tingly. “We wrote 
four episodes in three months. It was about 
using the same skills as my live stuff, but 
adapted more to television.” 

This scored Crawford a call from L.A., 
offering him a chance to audition for Hype. 
The producers had seen a tape, and were 
definitely interested. Crawford asked 
whether they would pay for his flight. When 
told no, he turned them down. L.A. called 
again the next day, saying not only would the 
flight be paid for, but it left in two hours. “I 
threw some underwear in a bag and headed 
south,” Crawford remembers. “I didn’t 


realize the audition was just part of an

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audition process that took several days. I had 
no spare clothes!” 

He landed the gig. Suddenly, he was 
working in the town, the city that launched 
many of his comedic influences. “Lily 
Tomlin, Steve Martin, Carol Bumett, The 
Muppets (fave: Kermit The Frog). “One of 
my first heroes was Jim Henson. I remember 
where I was when I heard he had died,” he 
says. “I also love British comedy: French & 
Saunders, Rowan Atkinson. I like comics 
that are more than just hilarious one-liners. 
There’s another layer there...and I love 
female comics, ‘cause they’re smart. But 


Americans are good at ‘silly’. Especially 
Steve Martin.” 

Brains make a comedian. Does being 
gay make a guy funnier? 


“T don’t think it’s interesting enough to 
sustain more than ten minutes with a very 
specific audience,’ Crawford says. It’s not 
what makes me laugh. It is a big part of me, 
but so is being a prairie boy. I guess it 
informs my humour. It gives me that 
‘outsider’ perspective. It gives me an eye for 
hypocrisy. 

“T’m the only kind of activist I know 
how to be. If someone asks ‘Are you gay?’ I 
reply “Yes Iam.’ The gay community is so 
vast... I couldn’t possibly represent the entire 
group. I agree that it’s important not to hide 
and say ‘I won’t be accepted if I’m out,’ but 
it’s not the only thing I’m about.” 

Conversation moves to gay Hollywood, 
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and the paranoia that fuels one of the world’s 
biggest closets. “A very weird place,” the 
comedian muses, “the last bastion of the 
closeted.” The issue came up early with his 
agent: how to address the gay part of his 
story? 

“T don’t want to handle it, so I’ll just be 
out,” was his solution. When warmed it can 
limit an artist, Crawford’s response was, 
“Then I’ll just do things myself.” 

On this particular issue, Crawford is 
refreshingly casual. “It took me long 
enough to deal with it the first time, to come 
out. I don’t want to deal with it again. I’m 
too lazy to keep up the fagade!”’ he laughs. 


“Ultimately, it just doesn’t matter. If 
Ricky Martin were to come out, would it 
make my life easier? Maybe. But is he 
obligated to come out? No. Granted, the 
more people that come out, the easier it is 
for all of us. But there’s a big difference 
between being an artist and being a 
Hollywood actor.” 

That difference, it seems, is that an 
artist has control over what he does. 
Crawford is quick to point out the difference 
between performing in a TV show in 
America and creating his own comedy. “I 
like to be more in control, creating 
something,” he says. “I’m trying to put 


together a heart-warmingly funny Christmas 
special/variety show. I love Christmas and

Christmas specials. Doing my own would 
make me so happy.” 

Like many artists, his sights are 
ultimately set higher than simply 
performing. “I’d love to direct movies that 
affect people. Acting on film isn’t as much 
fun for me as creating something or acting 
on stage. I’d love to be the first out gay 
crossover superstar. To have people say 
‘That guy was gay, and he did it anyway.’” 

When speaking of his gig at the 
Edmonton Comedy Arts Festival this 
month, he reveals another source of 
happiness. “I miss performing live. That’s 
where the best stuff happens. That’s the 
reason you do it: because there are people 
there.” 
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The Americanization of Queer

If you thought folks were queer in 
Manchester, wait until you meet the gang in 
Pittsburgh. The controversial but highly 
popular British TV series Queer As Folk 
has crossed the Atlantic. Typical of 
American productions, this Queer As Folk 
is promising to be bigger, louder, brasher 
and queerer. Daniel Lipman and Ron 
Cowen are delivering the goods as 
promised. The series premiered in the US 
last month on Showtime, the cable TV 
network that forked out $1-million US per 
episode. On January 22, Queer As Folk will 
begin rolling out across Canada on 
Showcase, so make sure you have the right 
cable package. 

This Queer As Folk certainly is bigger. 
Much, much bigger, actually. The British 
series ran for seven hours; the American 
version has already completed twenty-two 
hours. If it becomes a gay hit version of Sex 
and the City, you know that Showcase will 
roll out another twenty-two episodes. And 
another... and another. Which wouldn’t 
necessarily be a bad thing if the writers can 
come up with interesting storylines, 
interesting plot twists and even more 
interesting characters. The basic situation 
and the basic characters in the American 
version are, as you can guess, basically the 
same as they were in the British series. 


Brian and Michael have been best 
friends since they came out to each other as 
teenagers. Brian is the cool, sexual predator 
who lives life one conquest at a time. 
Michael is hopelessly in love with his friend 
and lives vicariously through Brian’s 
experiences. Ironically, Brian meets his 
match when he picks up the school boy, 
Justin, on the very night Justin is 
determined to come out big-time to the 
world and himself. If you thought Brian’s 
seduction of Justin was explicit in the 
British version (Stuart and Nathan in that 
case), strap on your seat belts and give your 
imagination a rest. It’s all up close and very, 
very personal. 

There is, however, one little change. 


Actually it’s a big change. In Britain, the 
Nathan character was fifteen. The fact that 
Stuart was twenty-nine shocked some 
viewers, both straight and gay. In this 
American version, Justin is seventeen— 
he’s still underage, but it’s made very clear 
that he’s not being taken advantage of. 
Justin is out Jooking for sex. Unfortunately, 
he finds love—and that’s what complicates 
his and Bnan’s lives... not to mention the 
lives of all their friends. 

What gave the British series a strong 
veneer of reality was that we didn’t know 
the actors. We accepted that they were the 
characters. Clever casting has done the 
same for this American version. Most of the 
actors come from the stage, rather than TV 
or films, so they have the right anonymity. 
Gale Harold (who plays Bnan) is a Los 
Angeles stage actor who had roles in such 
insignificant independent films as 36K and 
Mental Hygiene. Randy Harrison, who 
plays Justin, has been acting since he was 
seven but mostly in American touring 
shows of Broadway musicals such as 
Grease, 1776, West Side Story and Anything 
Goes. Hal Sparks, who plays Michael, is the 
exception. He is a comedian and alumnus of 
Chicago’s famed Second City Comedy 
Troupe. In 1987, the Chicago Sun Times 
heralded Sparks as The Funniest Teenager 
in Chicago. He has had guest spots on 
Hollywood Squares, The List, Martial Law 
and Politically Incorrect, as well as a 
supporting role in the teen comedy Dude, 
Where’ My Car?, released last month. 
Many agents in Hollywood refused to let 
their clients audition for roles in Queer As 
Folk, fearing that producers, like viewers, 
would assume the actors were their 
characters and, thus, gay. Wake up and 
smell the coffee, kids: Tom Hanks and 
Antonio Banderas played lovers in 
Philadelphia. 

Another big difference with the 
American Queer As Folk is that the lesbian 
characters no longer take a back seat. Brian 
fathers a child with his friend Melanie 
(Michelle Clunie) so she and her partner, 
Lindsay (Thea Gill), can be parents. We see 
a great deal of that relationship. The 
producers have obviously taken their cue 
from Friends and the predicament Ross 
found himself in for four seasons. This 
version of Queer As Folk, at least initially, 
promises to follow the original British 
storyline and will just “flesh it out” a bit. 

The most high-profile actor in the 
series is Sharon Gless, of Cagney & Lacey 
fame. She portrays Michael’s accepting and 
understanding mother, playing the character 
for comic relief and some essential 
empathy. . 

This first season of Queer As Folk was 
directed by Russell Mulcahy, who directed 
the film version of Highlander (and its first 


sequel), as well as the Alec Baldwin 
superhero movie, The Shadow. Malcahy got 
his start in the 1980s as a director of music 
videos, and his roots show in Queer As 
Folk. The club scenes and sex scenes are 
edited like a music video, and the whole 
series has a kind of frenetic feel. 

Producers Lipman and Cowen have 
been at the forefront of positive gay shows 
on TV. They are the couple (in both their 
personal and professional lives) who 
brought us the breakthrough AIDS drama 
An Early Frost back in 1985, when most of 
America was denying that the disease 
existed. Now they’re telling America that 
there is a thriving gay community in every 
city of North America, not just in San 
Francisco, New Orleans, New York and Los 
Angeles. That’s why they set their Queer As 
Folk in Pittsburgh, the heart of America’s 
macho steel world. 

On North American airwaves, this 
show is going to be a wake-up call to many 
straight viewers who tune in. The best thing 
that could happen would be if curiosity 
turned to understanding and acceptance. 
But you can bet your bottom dollar that 
there will also be harsh criticism. The sex 
and language will be deemed too explicit, 


even though it’s no more so than anything 
on Sex and the City. It’s just that now we’ll 
be seeing same-sex couples doing 
everything from holding hands and kissing 
to consummating relationships. When 
Queer As Folk premieres this month on 
Showcase, the closet door is not just going 
to swing open—it will burst off its hinges 
with the loudest of bangs.

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The question of marriage

As another year draws to a close, I find 
myself once again faced pondering the 
imponderables of life—questions that just 
may be answered before another year is 
past. 

For instance: 

As a regular rider of the Toronto Transit 
Commission, known colloquially as the 
TIC, [ve discovered that the quickest way 
to end an interminable wait for a bus or 
streetcar is to light a cigarette. No sooner 
does flame touch’ tobacco than 
transportation materializes—every time. 

But now I’m worried: if I quit smoking, 
will the TTC stop running? 

With gay marriages back in the news 
here in Toronto, thanks to the ever-inventive 
and resolute Rev. Brent Hawkes of the 
MCC, one question keeps popping up every 
time a member of the media sticks a 
microphone under the noses of either the 
gay or the lesbian couple who are planning 
to tie the knot early this year at Hawkes’ 
church. 

“Why is marriage so important to you?” 

Well, du-u-uh. This is journalism? 

This is not a question I recall being 
asked of Michael Douglas and Catherine 
Zeta Jones, of Brad Pitt and Jennifer 
Aniston, of Chuck and Di or of any of the 
millions of young couples who trek to the 
altar every year to forge bonds of (one 
hopes) lifelong commitment. 

When two people decide to get married, 
it’s because they have chosen to at least 
attempt to spend the rest of their lives 
together, usually because they are in love— 
that’s obvious. 

What isn’t so obvious, at least to me, is 
why people oppose gay and lesbian 
marriages. 

Certainly, same-sex marriage is not 


rooted in a tradition that has reserved 
marriage as an institution which joins one 
man and one woman. 

But traditions and institutions change— 
and good thing too. If they didn’t, most of us 
would be living in caves and clubbing the 
object of our desire over the head before we 
dragged them off into the bushes to have our 
wicked way with them. Okay, bad example 
for those into rough trade, but you get the 
idea. 

Allowing gays and lesbians to marry 
doesn’t mean that such marriages are 


compulsory, either for the straight - 
community or for the broader gay 
community. And no one has_ yet 


demonstrated, in any meaningful way, how 
allowing gay marnages will diminish the 
institution of conventional heterosexual 
marriages or the single gay lifestyle. 

Besides, with the accordance of 
common-law status to long standing gay and 
lesbian couples, the whole discussion would 
seem to be just a tad moot. We now have 
legal spousal status and the rest is merely 
window-dressing. 

Frankly, the only ones I can think of 
who might be negatively affected by the 
legalization of same-sex marriages are the 
designers of those God-awful bridesmaid’s 
dresses, who are certain to lose business 
once there’s a gay sensibility injected into 
the tradition of matrimony.

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Gay vote fuelled Clark’s victory

It started as a whisper campaign and 
ended up a coming-out party. The 
movement began with the mobilization of 
Calgary Centre Liberals inside the 
sprawling multi-million-dollar mansions 
of Mount Royal, where many Grits reside. 
It filtered north, across trendy 17th 
Avenue, S.W., into the highrise 
apartments and concrete jungle along the 
Beltline, where Calgary’s gay and lesbian 
population is concentrated. From the elite 
cocktail circuit to gay bowling leagues to 
the lesbian bars where Maureen McTeer 
shook hands and shared a drink with those 
who could put her husband back in public 
office, the elect Joe Clark campaign 
targeted the two communities with the 
finesse of a well-oiled election machine. 

And it worked. The two groups, along 
with support from New Democrats and the 
soft Canadian Alliance vote, secured 
Clark a seat in the House of Commons. 
Ousted Alliance MP Eric Lowther admits 
his campaign was caught off guard. 

“T think we would be wiser to the 
strategies of the Liberal side and expose 
them earlier on so it might draw people 
who found that offensive to come our 
way,” Lowther said, reflecting on the 
bitter loss to his Tory rival. “We haven’t 
sat down and thought this out as a 
strategy; I’m basically working to close 
up an office and hand Joe what he needs 
for transition.” 

Clark delivered a crushing blow to 
Lowther last Monday in a come-from- 
behind win with 26,356 votes, 4,394 more 
than the Alliance MP. Voter turnout in 
Calgary Centre was higher this election, at 
sixty-four percent, compared to fifty-eight 
percent of riding residents who cast 
ballots in the 1997 election. 

A poll-by-poll breakdown isn’t yet 
available, but a comparison of the number 
of ballots cast last election and the one 
Nov. 27 shows 10,527 votes came from 
the Liberal camp, while another 1,407 
were from New Democrat supporters. An 
additional 5,192 ballots pushed Clark over 
the top and many believe most of them 
came from the gay community. Without 
those extra votes, Clark would have lost to 
Lowther by 798 ballots. 

“T know for a fact many, many gay 
and lesbian people who don’t usually 
bother to vote turned out for this particular 
Calgary Centre riding and voted for Joe 
[Clark],” said Roy Heale, publisher of 
Outlooks newspaper, a monthly 
publication geared toward the gay and 
lesbian community. 

Heale estimated sixty percent of the 
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city’s gay population lives in Calgary 
Centre. Almost every gay bar, restaurant 
and nightclub (about eight of them) is 
located within the riding. 

Gaining the support of the community 
started with an ad in Outlooks, put there 
by a Liberal who was convinced to join 
the Clark campaign team after several 
meetings with the former prime minister 
between March and August. 


Not Just Another

a month before Prime 


Almost 
Minister Jean Chretien called a snap 
election, Brian Huskins, an openly gay 
man and Liberal nominee for the next 


provincial election, told campaign 
organizers to place the half-page ad. It ran 
before the writ was dropped October 22, 
and showed a smiling Tory leader, double 
chin and all, under the caption “not just 
another pretty face.” It also displayed a 
phone number for the pink triangle 
working group. 

The campaign paid just several 
hundred dollars, but the ad proved 
invaluable in earning the trust of the gay 
community, a segment of the Calgary 
Centre population Clark already knew he 
needed to oust Lowther. It set in motion a 
series of events that secured him a seat in 
the House of Commons. 

“TI can remember having the argument 
{with another organizer] about it because 
they didn’t have the money,” said 
Huskins, who provided a blow-by-blow 
account of how he, and others, organized 
the gay and lesbian vote. “I told them, if 
you’re not willing to spend this money on 
the gay community, then don’t expect 
them to come out and support Joe, 
because people discount most of what 
happens during the election.” 

Huskins, who at this point was at the 
periphery of the campaign, transformed 


his home phone number into an answering 
machine for Clark. From there, he built a 
list that snowballed into an avalanche of 
support. 

“I knew he was following his heart 
and this wasn’t just a political thing for 
him,” said Huskins, explaining why he 
decided to abandon Liberal candidate 
Joanne Levy and help the PC campaign. 

“T built my list one name at a time, 
with people I talked to, and people who 
called that ad. 

“T started meeting a number of people 


“who were very supportive of gay and 


lesbian issues from _ the 
community.” 

It became, for some, an “anything but 
Alliance” vote motivated by the party 
leader’s views on homosexuality. As an 
Alberta cabinet minister, Stockwell Day 
wanted Premier Ralph Klein to invoke the 
“notwithstanding” clause in the federal 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms to 
override the Delwin Vriend decision. 
Instead, Klein included sexual orientation 
as an area of protection in Alberta’s 
human-rights legislation. 

The issue for others was the Alliance 
policy on referendums. There was fear the 
policy would reignite the explosive debate 
on abortion. Under the Alliance’s 
proposed referendum or citizens’ 
initiative law, issues would be put to the 
vote if supporters could gather signatures 
from three per cent of registered voters, or 
about 300,000 people. : 

But the Liberal and gay and lesbian 
support took several weeks to solidify. 
Early on in the campaign, only three 
people showed up to a fund-raising 
luncheon hosted by Huskins. Huskins, a 
longtime community activist, also brought 
to Calgary Lee Johnson, a gay man and 
PC candidate for Vancouver Centre, to 
speak to community leaders. By week 
four, the word had spread, but to a limited 
number of people. 

“T was tired of dealing with groups of 
five people,” said Huskins. “I knew the 
message had to get out faster and out to a 
broader group and I knew I wasn’t barking 
up a tree. It was a definite movement, but 
it was without focus. I wasn’t getting a 
sense of real momentum.” 

On November 17, he held a coming- 
out party, of sorts. Huskins twisted the 
arms of some high-profile Calgarians and 
longtime Grits and convinced them to go 
public as “Liberals for Joe.” 

“I always compared it to my gay 
friends who weren’t out to their families, 
who say, ‘but nobody knows I’m gay’,” 
said Huskins. “It was like a whisper 
campaign. 

“Tt really took off after the news 
conference. I think that was a real turning 


straight 


point in terms of the Liberals-for-Joe 
community but also the gay and lesbian 
community. After that, I didn’t go 
anywhere where people didn’t talk to me 
about Joe.” 

Five days later, Huskins attended his 
weekly gay bowling league, comprised of 
fifteen teams of five, most of whom live in 
Calgary Centre. 

“And people talked about Joe. 
Previous to that, nobody wanted to talk 
about politics. But on the 22nd everybody 
wanted to talk politics to the point where 
a few people went from alley to alley 
urging people to vote strategically. 
Suddenly, I had people doing the work for 
me.” 

On November 23, Huskins went to a 
house party in Mount Royal with Clark’s 
wife, Maureen McTeer, hosted by a gay 
couple and a straight couple. They had 
invited fifty of their friends who were 
traditional New Democrats and Liberals. 

Signs suddenly started popping up on 
the lawns of longtime Liberals and the gay 
community was spreading the message 
through e-mail lists that connected to 
other e-mail lists. Huskins carried ten 
extra buttons everywhere he went and by 
election day, the support was secure. 

“That’s the way it built. It was sitting 
around having a drink, and it was talking 
to guys like Donn Lovett [Liberal 
organizer and former nominee for Calgary 
Centre]. 

“It was spreading out so that suddenly 
it wasn’t just me talking to one person, it 
was that person talking to two other 
people.” ; 

The publisher for the newspaper 
where the courting of Calgary’s gay 
community began said he believes Clark 
would not have made it were it not for the 
gay and lesbian vote. 

“Like other Calgarians, many in the 
gay community are apathetic about 
politics,” said Heale. “Others are 
disenfranchised and don’t vote because 
they feel they can’t make a difference. I 
think everybody felt this was a 
worthwhile vote scenario,” said Heale. 
“Of all the places in Calgary... we were in 
a position where there was enough of us, 
if we made that effort, we could for once 
really have an impact on the results. 

“In the twenty years I have lived in 
Calgary, I have never seen such 
motivation and the community come 
together on one issue and make such a 
huge effort to get out and vote.” 

Clark, said Heale, proved he wasn’t 
just another pretty face, while the gay 
community demonstrated they are a 
political force with clout. 
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The Mentor: A Memoir of Friendship 
Jay Quinn 
Harrington Park Press

Inspiration, like love, is something that 
appears in our lives when we least expect it. It 
certainly is not what I had in mind when I 
cracked the spine of The Mentor: A Memoir of 
Friendship; yet there it was: unexpected, 
uninvited but certainly more than welcome. 

Written by Jay Quinn, The Mentor is a 
chronicle of the author’s experiences as they 
relate to Joe Riddick, a man who was—and 
continues to be—a source of guidance, 


inspiration and support. It is also a revealing 
“inside outsider’s’” glimpse at life in the 
American South—gay and 
“foreign” setting that makes the book’s 
universal themes seem even more so. 

Author Quinn places strong emphasis on 
the notion that the state of “gayness” is not 
directly tied to experience or environment; 
rather, it is something innate that emerges and 
develops through a number of factors “stored” 
in an individual’s memory and belief system. 
Early on; he writes, “We forged a great 
history, not in New York or San Francisco, but 
in Tidewater Virginia and coastal North 
Carolina. History is most often experienced 
intimately in small places and in small lives. 
Hopefully, this short course on queer history 
will reveal what it meant to grow and love and 
live as my mentor and I did.” 

It most certainly does. 

The Mentor is a book filled with 
remarkable insights, ideas made even more 
profound by Quinn’s ability to share them 
with seeming effortlessness. For writers, 
there is always a danger involved when it 
comes to sharing very personal and emotional 
experiences: readers can quickly become 
alienated through the overabundant use of 
“specifics” or, worse still, the tone can run to 
high melodrama in a relatively short period of 
time. Quinn manages to avoid both potential 
pitfalls with skill and aplomb, indulging his 
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readers first and his ego second (if at all). 

One of The Mentor’s greatest strengths 
lies in its ability to acknowledge and explore 
personal issues within the larger framework of 
structured institutions, such as schools and the 
church, without judgement. Quinn challenges 
the accepted dynamics associated with gays 
and organizations historically deemed ‘“‘the 
enemy,” but does not dismiss them. At times, 
it seems as though the author longs for some 
of the trappings of straight life: a sense of 
established and assumable security, a defined 
social game. plan, the legacy of children. It is 
a process that deals as much with history as it 
does with memory; the history of the 
individual is defined by emotion, the history 
of the group is tempered by duty. 

It is the sharing of these feelings— 
revelations, really—that makes The Mentor 
so challenging. These days, the rah-rah tone 
of gay lifestyle books tends to negate some of 
the the legitimate benchmarks and rewards of 
a “settled’ existence, the opposite of what is 
often perceived to be an exotic take on 
hedonism. Not only does Quinn recognize 
these elements, on some level he embraces 
them; they become tools for imagining what 
could be in a different social climate. 

Make no mistake, there are no arguments 
for gay “Uncle Tom” gentrification in the 
pages of this book. Instead, Quinn examines 
the distance between gay and straight (and the 


perceived hostility on both sides) with a kind 
of good-natured tolerance. In one delicious 
passage, he writes “You can’t explain to those 
guys that there is no queer werewolf whose 
single violent caress makes you long to hang 
drapes, style hair or suck dick. Yet, those 
straight guys’ innocent and transparent 
eamestness in asking is part and parcel of their 
appeal. In me, it inspires a sort of weary 
affection instead of disgust.” 

Throughout the book, Quinn uses Joe 
Riddick (and, to a lesser degree, the concept 
of “chosen family”) as an approximation of 
some of the familial conventions he grew up 
with. The older man also serves as both a 
miuror and spotlight for Quinn’s own 
experiences—offering praise and guidance 
where needed and judgement and opinion 
when it is sometimes least appreciated. The 
story their two lives tells is at once revealing 
and inspiring, a testament to the strength that 
gay men can offer one another in the name of 
both friendship and family. The Mentor is 
bright, insightful and written from the heart, 
delivered with the kind of honesty not 
generally associated with the filter of 
intellectualism. This is a must-read for 
anyone looking to assess their life with a fresh 
start in mind, and a wonderful endorsement 
for mentoring and the pursuit of shared 
experience between generations.

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Egypt: the experience of a lifetime 


THE STREET.

There is something about Egypt that 
inspires. How can we look at the 
structures and art of this ancient 
civilization and not be moved beyond 
words? My own fascination with Egypt 
began when I was a child, and has 
continued throughout my life. It had 
always been a dream of mine to visit this 
country and see these monuments for 
myself, because no matter how many 
pictures you look at, no matter how many 
books you read, there is just nothing as 
powerful as the real thing. 

My goal is not to try and succinctly 
summarize an entire country for you, nor 
to point out why the history of this 
country is important to our own. All I 
wish to convey to you is that, even in this 
day and age, it is still possible to have 
certain kinds of experiences; that the 
profound wonder and awe of discovery is 
still attainable. Egypt, by and large, 
invented tourism and so the range of 
possible experiences is staggering. You 
can stay in five-star hotels and be herded 
from site to site in air-conditioned busses 
(making a number of stops at “reputable” 
merchants along the way), or you can lie 
on the beaches of the Red Sea and take 
part in some world-class scuba diving. 
These are not the experiences I mean; I 
speak to those that like to have control 
over their destination and get down and 
dirty by doing things themselves. I speak 
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to those that have a sense of adventure 
and fascination with history. 

I visited Egypt with a close friend of 
mine, Pam, and the memories we have of 
this trip are some of the best of our lives. 
On the Giza Plateau, we had the run of the 
rock tombs that surround the Sphinx and 
Pyramids, and could explore them alone 
and at will. We hiked up the side of an 
outcropping of rock that overlooks the 
Plateau and witnessed a spectacular 
sunset behind the world’s grandest 
monuments. We had time completely to 
ourselves in the little-visited (but every: 
bit as remarkable) pyramid at Dashur, on 
military grounds just south of Cairo. We 
explored the desert around Saqqarra, 
finding barely excavated ruins. We were 
welcomed into the homes of locals in 
Luxor and arranged a special police 
convoy to see the unforgettable Temple at 
Abydos in the heart of an Islamic- 
fundamentalist area. Although they don’t 
quite constitute “Indiana Jones” material, 
none of these activities are on the typical 
tourist itinerary. Each was imbued with a 
sense of discovery untainted by the 
trappings of traditional tourism. At times 
we were able to escape the crowds, the 
noise, the would-be guides and~ the 
hawkers, enabling us to truly get a sense 
of what it would be like to find one of 
these sites or to actually have been there 
when they were in their full glory. The 
beaten path in Egypt is paved and four- 
lanes across, but it’s not hard to make a 
detour. The side roads are little more than 
paths, but with a little perseverance 
they’re navigable. 

Choosing a time of year to visit 
Egypt is important, and usually just a 
trade-off between how much heat you can 
handle and how many tourists you can 
handle. The summer is definitely the off 
season because of the heat—you’re 
certainly looking at the high thirties, as 
high as fifty degrees in the south. Of 


course, the lack of humidity helps make it 
more bearable. By contrast, in the winter 
the nights and the tombs can be 
downright chilly (take a sweater!) and 
that also drives people away. High 
seasons are in the spring and fall, when 
the temperatures are most moderate. 

Pam and I landed in Cairo with a 
reservation at a hotel downtown and no 
other plans. Accommodations vary 
widely, from as little as $10CDN a night 
to hundreds of dollars a night (this, of 
course, also depends on the season). For 
the most part, you get what you pay for. 
If you’re on a budget and take the attitude 
that you’re not in the west and so your 
expectations shouldn’t be too high, the 
$20CDN range will get you something 
that has decent running water, clean beds, 
and is bug-free. Don’t be afraid to call 
from Canada—anyone who answers will 
speak enough English to at least make a 
reservation. 

Very quickly you will discover that 
there is no such thing as a fixed price in 
Egypt—especially for you as a rich 
foreigner! Prices will immediately go up. 
Everything is negotiable, including hotel 
rooms, so don’t be afraid to fight for a 
good deal. And don’t be afraid to walk 
away—once you’re there, it’s perfectly 
acceptable to ask to see your room before 
you commit and reasonable to insist on 
checking out more than one hotel. In 
Cairo, you’ll probably want to be within 
walking distance of Tahrir Square (centre 
of the downtown attractions including the 
Cairo Museum) and there are a number of 
reasonably priced hotels nearby. The 
other major cities along the Nile—Luxor 
and Aswan—aren’t really big enough for 
location to make an appreciable 
difference. Guidebooks are the best place 
to get a good handle on 
accommodations—I recommend Lonely 
Planet and Anthony West's Traveler's Key 
to Ancient Egypt. 


Between cities, the best budget 
transportation is the train. It’s fast and 
reasonably cheap, even the first class 
seats (highly recommended). Of course, 
to get the full Egyptian experience, you 
might choose a leisurely Nile Cruise— 
they are not difficult to arrange and vary 
greatly in duration, cost, destination and 
how tour-inclusive they are. You’re best 
off shopping around for one while 
there—guidebooks and your hotel can 
help you make the necessary 
arrangements. 
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Within cities, you won’t have any 


difficulty finding transportation. Often 
taxis will come to a screeching halt to 
offer rides to foreign pedestrians. In 
Luxor and Aswan, south of Cairo, horse- 
drawn carriages are also a major form of 
transportation. You’ll be declining offers 
at every turn and may come to regret 
actually trying to walk anywhere. It is 
also not uncommon to hire a taxi and 
driver to chauffeur you personally for the 
day. 

The key toy = dealing swath 
transportation is agreeing on a price first. 
In Cairo, if you have a good idea of how 
much the taxi should cost, you can just 
hand the driver a wad of cash as you jump 
out and hope that he wasn’t expecting 
more. Still, it’s always best to negotiate in 
advance: meters simply aren’t used. If 
you do get into a tight situation, it’s good 
to know that the police (they are 
everywhere) are inclined to favour 
tourists, since a huge portion of the 
country’s economy depends on them 
going home with a good impression.

although there is a thriving (primarily 
male) underground subculture. 
Homosexuality is not illegal (although 
arrests can be made on public decency 
grounds) and, in fact, it is quite common 
practice among straight men. Sex 
between men is explicitly forbidden by 
Islamic law, but in Egypt there exists a 
strong social division between public and 
private life, and as long as it never gets 
out, and as long as you’re playing the 
traditional male role in such encounters, 
there is no dishonour. It even appears 
culturally preferable to the more heinous 
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crime of sex with a woman outside of 
marriage. In fact, foreign men wearing 
earrings or exhibiting other perceived 
homosexual traits will often be the target of 
same-sex attention and propositions, invited 
or not. Foreigners of both genders are held 
in low esteem and assumed promiscuous, so 
it has become socially acceptable for them to 
be an outlet for sexual frustration. In Cairo, 
the Nile Hilton next door to the Cairo 
Museum, hosts the closest thing there is to a 
gay bar (the surrounding area near the Nile 
and Tahrir Square are notoriously gay areas). 

That being said, there are much better 
places in the world to have fun of that nature 
if you’re so inclined—here you are much 
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better off focusing on the sights and 
monuments. And, in that regard, there is 
more than enough to keep you occupied. 

Abandoning organized tours and going 
out on your own is demanding, make no 
mistake. And when I recommend going 
with no fixed plans, that does not mean 
going without goals. Do your homework 
and know what you want to see! Be 
flexible and give yourself as much time as 
possible. If there is any humanly possible 
way you can get student ID, do—it will 
save you a fortune on site admissions (by 
far one of the biggest costs you'll 
encounter). And learn your Arabic 
numbers, both written and spoken (Pam 
and I used card games to practice); the first 
time a merchant discusses acceptable 
prices with his partner in Arabic, you’ll 
realize why. 

There will be ups and downs. At times 
you will be taken advantage of. At times 
you will be overwhelmed. At times you 
will be so frustrated by the people you 
encounter on the streets, you’ll be ready to 
tear out your hair. (The encounter usually 
proceeds: “Welcome to Egypt!” “Thank 
you.” “Where are you from?” “Canada.” 
“Ah! Canada Dry!”. then they try to sell 
you something. It grows old very quickly). 
But at times you will be elated beyond 
anything that you have ever imagined, and 
all the negative aspects fade away. The 
enormity of this ancient civilization will 
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forever be impressed upon your psyche. 
You will return home with more than a 
handful of cheesy photos and souvenirs. 
You will return home changed. 
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A rainbow-hued political spectrum

If you thought the election race in 
Calgary Centre was fun, you should have 
been in Vancouver’s downtown riding on 
election night. Actually, it was the days 
leading up to the election that were the 
exciting time in Vancouver Centre. 

Federal, provincial or civic elections 
tend to draw out the wackiness of the West 
End, which is where the most vigorous 
election campaigns have traditionally been 
waged in B.C. The province’s main media 
outlets are pretty much all located in the 
riding, so the race always gets a 
disproportionate share of attention. It has 
also gained a reputation for other reasons. 
It was the place that gave Canada its first 
female prime minister in Kim Campbell. It 
was also the place where Canada’s first 
female prime minister went down to defeat 
at the hands of Hedy Fry, who kept the seat 
for the third time last month. 

But no matter who wins, one thing is 
certain: elections are high drama in this 
area. And all-candidates’ meetings usually 
end up a melee. 

This year was no disappointment. At a 
meeting sponsored by a gay business 
association and a gay newspaper, 
candidates gave as well as they got. Only 
the four “major” parties were allowed on 
the stage, which led the colourful, 
transgendered Green candidate, Jamie Lee 
Hamilton, to shout almost incessantly from 
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the back. Hamilton had competition, 
though, as the Alliance candidate got a 
predictably rough ride from the largely gay 
crowd. 

He had the guts to show up, at least. 
He was forced to defend the litany of gaffes 
his party has made on gay issues, but gave 
up trying at one point. 

A member of the audience read out an 
excerpt from a Vancouver Sun article that 
repeated the bizarre comments Stockwell 
Day is alleged to have professed in his days 
as a school administrator, including the 
belief that some diseases are caused by 
demons. The crowd roared its delight, and 
Alliance candidate John Mortimer 
acknowledged that “in no way, shape or 
form,” could he explain the quotes. 

Mortimer’s schtick, if that’s what 
you'd call it, was this: someday, the 
Alliance will be in power and the gay 
community will need a bridge to that party. 
Mortimer said he would be that bridge. 
Hmmm... It was an interesting idea, 
anyway. Then the last questioner (of a very 
long evening) took the microphone and 
asked Mortimer to confirm or deny that he 
had, just a few months ago, circulated an e- 
mail asking people to call their elected 
officials and lobby against gay rights 
legislation. 

Some bridge. 

Mortimer explained that his views are 
evolving on some issues. 

Meanwhile, the Tories and the New 
Democrats both fielded gay candidates, for 
what it was worth. Both were credible, 
articulate and, actually, kind of cute. But 
their parties were in no position to help 
them overcome Fry’s strong support in the 
riding. 

Fry has been a steadfast supporter of 
gay issues and, with Svend Robinson and 
Libby Davies, two other Vancouver-area 
MPs, creates a formidable voice for gay 
issues here and in Ottawa. 

While Fry was sweeping to an easy 
win, there was no such luxury for Robinson 
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and Davies. Robinson, Canada’s first 
openly gay MP, had a squeaker on his 
hands in Burnaby-Willingdon. His blue- 
collar suburb has tended to support Svend 


the man rather than offering any strict 
obeisance to the NDP. That has always held 
him in good stead because, as many of his 
constituents say, agree or disagree with 
him, you have to admit he does the job. 


But the tight finish this time suggests 
his fortunes may be fading along with those 
of his party. 

Davies, a first-term member and a 
former city councillor, was running in 
Vancouver East, a traditional stronghold 
for the NDP but one in which she barely 
beat the Liberal last time. This time, the 
Liberals came up with a star candidate: 
Mason Loh, the former head of 
Vancouver’s largest Chinese cultural 
association. He had a good head of steam 
going until news leaked out that just days 
before taking the Liberal nomination, he 
was ready to seek an Alliance nomination 
in another riding. In the end, Davies and 
Loh see-sawed all night, but she eventually 
garnered a slightly better showing than in 
the previous election. 

Such gay-positive voices will likely 
not be heard elsewhere in the province, 
however. The New Democrats lost their 
only seat in the Interior of B.C., leaving the 
entire province outside of Vancouver and 
Victoria to the Alliance, including, of 
course, Cromwell Day’s Okanagan seat. 

As we always say, politics on the 
wacky wet coast is never dull. 
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Dorothy's best Aussie friend

From January 4 to 28, Calgary’s One 
Yellow Rabbit Performance Theatre will 
host its 15th annual High Performance 
Rodeo, which features the work of artists 
from across the country and around the 
world. This year, Outlooks readers may 
want to check out Australia’s William Yang 


and his performance monologue Friends of 


Dorothy, a chronicle of his thirty (some) 
years in Sydney’s gay and lesbian 
community. 

William Yang arrived in Sydney in 
1969; Stonewall happened in 1970; and 
Yang became the unofficial official 
photographer of his time. 
Dorothy combines photography, music and 
Yang’s personal story to create a rich 
document of Sydney’s gay and lesbian 
subculture. 

Yang began developing slide shows in 
the early ’80s as a showcase for his photos; 
prints were expensive and slides allowed 
him to show many images. His early 
experiments with music and slides ultimately 
developed into performance monologues. 
Early on in his experimentation, Yang was 
engaged by the work of the American 
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Friends of

monologist Spalding Gray and encouraged 
by Gray’s performance to include 
monologue in his slide shows. 

After seven years of continual 


development and work on his slide shows, 
Yang put together his first full-length 
performance, a collection of short pieces 
called The Face of Buddha. He describes 
this work as a series of nine photo essays or 


short stories that combine slide projection, 
music and talking. The Face of Buddha 
wasn’t a money-making venture, but it was 
well enough received that Yang realized the 
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potential of the form and continued with the 
development of his slide shows. 

Yang’s third full-length show, Sadness, 
was the first of his pieces to tour Australia 
and overseas. It dealt with the theme of his 
friends dying of AIDS in Sydney, as well as 
his journey home to North Queensland 
where he researched his family history, in 
particular the murder of an uncle in 1922. 


G-1AN VISION OF REVELRY 
Through his family history Yang alludes to 
the history of the Chinese in Australia, the 
common thread of these themes, Yang says, 
is death. 


Yang’s work continues to be 
autobiographical. His fourth show, The 
North, explored his childhood growing up 
on a tobacco farm, and the confessional 
Friends of Dorothy premiered in Sydney in 
1998. In the latter, Yang weaves his story 
around the political and social events that 
have shaped the history of gay Sydney, 
events such as drag shows, saunas, parties 
and the development of Sydney’s Mardi 
Gras. It’s an intimate look at a time 
significant to the history of gay and lesbian 
rights, and Yang concentrates on the part he 
played in that history. He also focuses on 
the efforts and achievements of four close 
friends: Peter Tully and David McDiarmid, 
who were pivotal to Sydney’s fashion, art 
and political circles; Peter Blazey, who 
produced a gossip column with Yang; and 
Allen, a young man who lived an openly gay 
life in his inner-city ghetto. 


According to Yang, he never 


consciously came out; rather, he was “swept 
out by the events of the time.” In Friends of 
Dorothy, William Yang is soft-spoken but 
frank; he talks openly about the pleasure- 
based gay life, its casualties and its (great) 
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fun. This show is entirely gay in its content; 
consequently, has been more marginalized 
than his earlier works. It also involved more 
soul searching for the artist (who speaks 
candidly about his own sex life) when he 
was preparing for the show. Friends of 
Dorothy is unabashedly gay—it’s funny, 
celebratory and full of Yang’s tell-all photos. 

Gay life may be heavily documented 
now, but in the 1970s this was not the case. 
When talking about his photos, Yang says 
that if he could do one thing over, it would 
be to have taken more photos in the early 
stages of the gay lib movement in Sydney. 
In fact, Yang was told he was wasting his 
time with the gay scene (rather than the 
social scene) of the 1970s. Now, his photos 
represent a rare document of a time when 
gay life was truly innocent: gays were 
becoming liberated and the fun seemed as 
though it would go on forever. Of course, 
Yang didnt stop taking photos in the ‘70s, 
and Friends of Dorothy takes his audiences 
through the ‘80s and into the ‘90s. 

We don’t often get to see shows like 
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this in Calgary. If it were only to see 
William Yang’s fabulous photographs, 
Friends of Dorothy would be well worth 
the ticket. But it is his monologue, Yang’s 
personal story, that brings it all together. 
Think of it as your grade seven social 
studies teacher’s slide show of a trip to 
Athens, only this show’s pertinent, 
interesting and fun to look at. Friends of 
Dorothy rans January 26-28. 

Other High Performance Rodeo 
events that Outlooks readers may want to 
check out include Men are Stoopid, 
Women are Craa-azy, from Edmonton’s 
Guys in Disguise. Originally the in-house 
troupe at Edmonton’s Flashback, Guys in 
Disguise has become a perennial Fringe 
Festival favourite. Toronto’s da da kamera 
will be performing Jn On It, written and 
directed by Daniel MacIvor. Maclvor is a 
well-known writer/performer and former 
writer-in-residence at Toronto’s Buddies in 
Bad Times Theatre. You can catch Guys in 
Disguise runs January 12-15. Jn On It will 
run January 4-7. 
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It has always been thought of as the 
hangover after the holidays, the calm 
following the storm. January has 
traditionally been a time of hibernating at 
home—why not? With the accumulation of 
seasonal fat and post-present debt, self- 
indulgence becomes a matter of self- 
preservation. Here are a few tips for 
pampering yourself into recovery. 

It may be a culinary cop-out, but 
history has shown take-out pizza to be the 
dietary staple of choice for hibernating 
humans throughout North America. Cop- 
out or not, few can fault it for its versatility: 
when describing this particular type of 
food, the prefixes ‘comfort’, ‘junk’ and 
‘lazy’ all fit handily. The following are 
some of Calgary’s best. 


PEPPINO PIZZA: 

Ever since the early °80s, when 
Spago’s Wolfgang Puck’d the culinary 
world with his witty take on an American 
classic, the designer pizza has become a 
favourite of the slumming chic. High- 
concept juxtapositions and unexpected 
combos (for better or worse) both tempt 
and offend palates to this day. Thankfully, 
the tradition of the former is being upheld 
by Peppino, Calgary’s premier delivery 
emporium for divine designer pies. 
Offering both vegetarian and classic 
choices, Peppino brings ingenuity to their 


fare without sacrificing taste. 
Try the Heart of Alcatraz 

(artichoke hearts, chicken, freshly sliced 
tomatoes, basil and oregano) and the 
Western Sizzler (onions, green peppers, 
Alberta grain-fed steak, sausage, barbeque 
sauce and banana peppers), or dazzle your 
buds with the Forbidden Fruit (roasted 
garlic, raspberry chunks and chicken—feta 
optional). This pizzeria offers diners the 
very generous combo of two mediums for 
$20.95, delivered. Tipping is, of course, 
extra—but, like all good homos, you knew 
that anyway, didn’t you? 
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PANAGO: 

The newest addition to Calgary’s 17th 
Avenue strip, Panago demonstrates a knack 
for innovative pairings not usually seen in 
other major pizza chains. (For the 
unenlightened, Panago is the kicky new 
handle for industry giant Panagopoulos, 
pared down for a brave new world). 
Classic combos are updated and upgraded 
on Panago’s three-tiered menu (Primo,

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Gilbert Selwyn and Philip Cavanaugh are 
the batting eyes of every storm in Keenan’s 
two masterpieces, Blue Heaven and Putting 
on the Ritz. Often compared to P. G. 
Wodehouse, Keenan is a master of social 
satire and eloquent prose. That his work is 
screamingly funny is merely a bonus. To 
date, I have read each book three times over, 
cover to cover, and not tired of their humour 
or charm. I dare anyone to pick either of 
them up and try to maintain a straight face— 
these books must have been written with 
January in mind. 


More subtle, but no less humorous, is 
the work of Fran Lebowitz. Originally 
published as two separate books, Social 
Studies and Metropolitan Life, this caustic 
comic’s work has recently been re-issued as 
a collection, The Fran Lebowitz Reader. A 
former contributor to Jnterview magazine 
and a pal of the late Andy Warhol, Lebowitz 
is renowned for her keen social observation 
and atom-splitting wit. Her essay “Notes on 
Trick” (yes, that kind of trick) has become a 
gay classic, as have many of her one-liners. 
This volume is perfect for raising the 
corners of a downturned mouth or elevating 
mere smugness into deliciously affirming 
arrogance when you feel defeated by the 
mores of the Great Unwashed. Delightful. 

Although she’s gone, she’ll never be 
forgotten. Diana Vreeland, whose title as 
the Empress of Fashion was earned through 
brilliant stints at Harpers Bazaar, Vogue 
and the Costume Institute at New York’s 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, achieved 
immortality in 1984 with DV This 
collection of memoirs (some fabulous, some 
fanciful) from her glittering life is enough to 
impart a sense of Ja vie en rose in even the 
most dedicated manic-depressive. From 
kings and queens to cretins and crackpots, 
Vreeland rubbed elbows with everyone— 
and recounts it all in vivid detail. D.V. 
should be mandatory reading for anyone 
wishing to learn from, or lead, a life less 
ordinary. Entertaining and inspiring.

How about a little something to chase 
the chill away? Pineau Marnier is a 
divine and delicious little sampling of 
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what comfort tastes like in liquid form.

Recently, I had an opportunity to watch 
a documentary on the civil rights movement 
of the 1960s in the U.S. The film 
interviewed individuals who were involved 
on both sides of the struggle, those who 
were trying to bring about change, as well 
as those who were trying to prevent it. I 
was struck at both the horror of some of the 
violence inflicted on the non-violent 
protestors, as well as the absurdity of the 
comments coming from those in opposition 
to all races having equal rights. 

Those politicians, businessmen, 
community leaders and average citizens 
who opposed the civil rights movement 
used words like “family values” and 
“traditional values” to oppose the changes 
that were leading to things such as 
interracial marriage and integration. They 
talked about protecting their children, their 
families and their communities from these 
“threats.” They also spoke of a federal 
government that was interfering in their 
lives by trying to tell them how to live. 
They quoted the Bible in support of their 
belief that racial groups should remain 
separate. 

This isn’t ancient history. As we enter 
the new millennium, only forty years have 
passed since these events and, even today, 
they sound ridiculous. If anyone was to 
make this kind of statement publicly, they 
would be humiliated. Public opinion has 
changed dramatically in the past four 
decades, mostly due to the hard work, blood 
and tears put forth by civil rights workers at 
that time. Today, while racism still exists, 
terms like “segregation” and “racial purity” 
have rightly become labelled as ignorant, 
and politicians and talk radio hosts can no 
longer argue successfully that “racial 
mixing” is a threat to “traditional American 
(or Canadian) values.” Now we look back 
on these people from the 1960s and call 
them “ignorant” at best, or “bigots” at 
worst. 

But how far have we really come? 
Today, there are many who still employ 
these kinds of arguments. Our community 
is very familiar with what it feels like to 
have these catch phrases used against us. In 
fact, while I was watching this 
documentary, I was surprised at how 
familiar much of the rhetoric was. While 
things are getting better, and high-profile 
politicians and business leaders do try to 
avoid using inflammatory language 
directed at a specific community, there are 
still political candidates and media

personalities who use the term “values” to 
hurt individuals and condemn large groups 
of people.

come to understand how backward the 
segregationists were, in another forty, what 
will we think of those who stand in the way 
of civil rights for gays, lesbians and other 
groups marginalized today? 

The youth wing of the Liberal Party of 
Canada brought forward a motion at their 
national convention earlier this year to 
make it Liberal Policy to recognize same- 
sex marriage. Their argument was that, in 
the very near future, it will happen anyway, 
and if they don’t do it, they will look like 
bigots when people in the future look back 
on the close of this century. It was voted 
down, probably because it wasn’t 
politically viable at the time. There was a 
time when interracial marriages were not 
politically viable. Now when we look back, 
we see those who fought for that right as 
heroes, and those who stood in the way as 
villains. The youth wing of the Liberal 
Party has a point: won’t we all look like 
fools in forty years, 100 years, 1000 years? 

Think of how we judge the Romans for 
persecuting the Christians by throwing 
them to the lions at the height of the Roman 
Empire.

Think of 
how harshly we view the southern United 
States for keeping thousands enslaved in 
the past. Think of the horror with which we 
regard the Nazis and the holocaust. We 
now understand that these were horrible 
acts of savagery and look back on the 
perpetrators of these acts with disgust. 

It doesn’t even have to be as violent as 
the examples cited. When we read 
Dickens, we side with Oliver and Pip, and 
hold the rich and powerful in disdain. We 
understand that it is all about, wielding, 
controlling and maintaining power. We 
look back and understand that there were 
people with power and people without, and 
those standing in the way of progress were

trying to hold power for themselves. We 
are quite adept at seeing the evil that other 
men do. How capable are we at seeing the 
kind of pain and suffering that we bring into 
the world ourselves? 

How will history judge us? On one 
hand, we have made great strides forward. 
We have seen tremendous progress in terms 
of ensuring rights for women, children and 
the queer community. Our community can 
be especially proud of the way we have 
responded to one of the greatest crisis in the 
history of humanity. We have rallied 
together to fight AIDS, and I believe we will 
eventually win that battle. One day we can 
look back and be proud of the way we have 
worked together to survive this epidemic. 

On the other hand, Canadians of the 
twentieth century have a lot to answer for in 
the eyes of future generations. We are 
people who vote for tax cuts instead of 
eliminating poverty. We are people who 
continue to pollute our planet for profit at 
the expense of those who will follow. We 
are people who exploit workers in under 
developed nations so we can have cheap 
merchandise. We are people who try to 
maintain our own power at the expense of 
others. We are a people who still don’t 
legally recognize loving relationships 
between people of the same gender. We are 
a people who are beginning to ignore the 
warning of those who have died of AIDS 
before us. 

To quote the award-winning musical 
Rent, “when you are living/dying in 
America, you are what you own.” 

As we enter the new millennium, let’s 
not forget the lessons of the past. Let’s do 


our part in making this a millennium we 
can be proud of. I believe we can make it 
better. I believe we can stop fighting 
amongst ourselves for power and begin 
sharing it. I believe that we can start 
seeing ourselves in others, especially 
those who seem very different. I believe 
we can defeat AIDS when we stop 
profiting from it. 

I believe if we don’t make changes to 
our selfish ways, history will look back on 
us and judge us harshly. I believe we can 
do better because I have seen the potential 
in the faces of those around me. 

When I reach the end of my life, I 
don’t want to be rich or famous or 
powerful. I want to be able to look back at 
the choices I have made and be proud. 
Don’t we all? 

Here is one way to help. As the 
number of HIV infections worldwide 
continues to soar, an online project of the 
United Nations Development Program 
offers a suggestion for how people can 
help. Located at www.NetAid.org, the site 
focuses primarily on extreme poverty. 
However, an HIV/AIDS program was 
recently added. The program asks for 
donations to buy “kits”—specific amounts 
for supplies, training, and transportation— 
to help fight AIDS in developing nations. 
The site provides detailed data sheets for 
every project and a “donation counter” to 
show how much has been donated and 
spent for each program. This is just one 
example of the little things we can all do to 
make this world a better place. Now is the 
time to get involved. And be proud. 


The STD Clinic in Calgary has recently discovered an outbreak of syphilis in the 
gay community in Calgary. Syphilis is easily cured as long as it is identified. The 
symptoms of syphilis can be mild and will go away without treatment, but the 
infection stays in your system for years, and can cause stroke, dementia and heart 
disease later on. When there are symptoms, they might include: 

- A painless open sore on the penis, around the anus, in the mouth or on the lip 


- Swollen glands in groin or neck 


: A rash all over, especially if on palms and soles of feet 
It’s important to remember that you can have this infection and not be aware of 
it, so it is better to come in for a test to be sure, rather than assume that you’re okay 


if you haven’t had a symptom. 


If this applies to you, please come in for a checkup. When you arrive, tell the 
receptionist that you are here for the “Internet Checkup.” The Calgary STD Clinic is 
a free, confidential, walk-in service staffed by experienced STD Clinical Nurse 
Specialists. They will help you determine in a non-judgmental way whether you have 
been infected with syphilis, and answer any questions you may have. If there is 
evidence of syphilis we will provide the treatment and arrange the follow-up with you 
to ensure that you are cured. If you have any questions, please call the clinic at 
297-6562. Our concern is for your health, and our success is based on our reputation 


for confidentiality.
